3. Claims 1-19 are allowable. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: 

The prior art does not disclose a method of determining a location of an Iddq defect 
within an area of an integrated circuit as recited in claim having a combination of steps of 
activating an Iddq defect to generate Iddq defect current within the integrated circuit, measuring 
amounts of the Iddq defect current at respective ones of the corresponding terminals and 
determining the location of the Iddq defect current based on the amounts of the measured Iddq 
current at the respective ones of the corresponding terminals in combination with other method 
steps of claims 2-5. 

The prior art does not disclose a method for testing an integrated circuit substrate having 
a plurality of terminals on a surface having a combination method steps of dividing the surface 
into a plurality of areas, activating an Iddq defect to generate Iddq defect current within the 
integrated circuit and measuring an amount of the Iddq defect current generated within each area 
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as recited in claim 6 and in combination with other method steps of claims 7-14. 
The prior art does not disclose a method for testing an integrated circuit substrate having a 
plurality of terminals on a surface having a combination method steps of dividing the surface 
into a plurality of areas, activating an Iddq defect to generate Iddq defect current within the 
integrated circuit and creating an Iddq current map and determining whether each area includes 
the IDD defect based on the Iddq current map and determining a location of the Iddq defect 
within the integrated circuit substrate based on the Iddq current map as recited in claim IS and in 
combination with other method steps of claims 16-18. 

The prior art does not disclose a method for testing an integrated circuit substrate having 
a plurality of terminals on a surface having a combination method steps of dividing the surface 
into a plurality of areas, applying a plurality of test patterns to the integrated circuit substrate, 
and measuring an amount of the current generated within each area and determining which of the 
plurality of test pattern activate the Iddq defects based on the measured amount of the current 
generated in each area and using the determination data input to a diagnostic tool and comparing 
a predicted activation behavior to the determination results as recited in claim 19.
